WINTER FISHING ALONG THE FLORIDA KEYS. 


ISCAYNE BAY, Near Miami, Fia., 
Jan. 26.—[Special.] — Savage, 
pikelike barracuda that knock 
your baits six feet in the air; 
leaping, graceful sailfish that clear the 
water many times when hooked; trim 
bonitos that never give up the scrap, 
and powerful amberjacks that put up 
submarine fights—these are some of 
the fish for the winter angier who 
wants to test his. tackle and his 
strength in this great, fishing country.

Congress will be asked to amend the 
Smith-Lever Jaw to provide further | 
funds so that the extension program 
may be completed and all farming com- 
munities in the United States receive 
the hélp of ension agents—club, 
county, and home—according to a reso- 
lution passed at the recent meeting: of 
the executive committee of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau federation. Approx- 
imately half the program provided for 
in the law is completed, and estimates 
show that it will take about $500,000 a 
year for eight years, or a total of $4,- 
000,000, to pay the government’s share 
in completing the work. The. states 
appropriate twice as much as the gov- 
ernment, In. agricultural sections an 
additional 600 county agents are. need- 
ed. There are only 200 agents te do 


Sixteen hundred home 
agents are needed; there are 900 em- 
ployed throughout the country.

“The prices at 
which chicks are being sold are low, 
and those who buy at these prices do 
not expect show stock,” he added. 
“ Higher prices are inevitable, although 
the hatchery will not make any. more, 


land then the problem which’ will pre 


sent itself will be how to meet com- 
petition in other states where hatch- 
eries can. sell chicks for less money, 
due to lower cost. 

' “Purthermore, it would. prohibit 
buying eggs in your own vicinity, pro- 
vided you live near the Dlinois border 
line. In cage of fire, how would you 
fill orders, except from hatcheries on 
the accredited list? These are serious 
angies to take into consideration. The 
life ,of your. .businesg and all your 
years of effort can be pretty well 
shattered by such a scheme.” 

Mr. Farrow also objects to the in- 
spection fee. He believes the reason 
Ohio does not have a plan like Ilinois’ 
is “no doubt due to the watchfulness 
of the hatchery people there to keep 
away such legislation, as they could 
see the danger that would develop 
from such a plan. This proposition 
will come up before the Illinois legis- 
lature some time in the near future, 
and it is up to every one of us to 
see the great danger. We should get 
together on this proposition carefully,” 
Mr. Farrow said.

More persons were killed by automo- 
bilee in this country last year than in 
any previous year. Fifteen thousand 
men, women, and children are esti- 
mated to have lost their lives upon 
nubile streets. With the increased use 
of automobiles even that appalling rec- 
ord may be exceeded. 

The fact that 15,000 lives ‘were 
snapped out in 1923, or 1,250 lives 
every month of the year, or 42 lives 
every 24 hour day of the month, or ap- 
proximately two lives every hour of 
the day, would not be so poignant were 
it not for the aggravating fact that 
ninetenthes of these fatalities could. 
have been avoided. 

The solution of the whole problem
